lege site on Rio Del Sol Road at 
Rancho Mirage. 


DIRECTORS OF the speedily re­ 
activated Rancho Mirage chamber 
aimed a telegram at junior col­ 
lege trustees recommending the 
Del Sol site because of its easy 
access and “central location." 
The actions of the council and 
Rancho Mirage group followed in 
the wake of protests registered by 
Thousand 
Palm s 
and 
Cathedral 
City Chambers against location of 
the future College of the Desert 
on a site at Indian Wells Cove, 
east of Palm Desert. 


MEMBERS OF THE Coachella 
Valley Junior College D i s t r i c t 
Board of Trustees have indicated 
their determination to acquire the 
Indian Wells property owned by 
oilman Ray Ryan. 
Ryan has announced his reluc­ 
tance to sell the property, posting 
a price well above board offer­ 
ings, and the board has indicated 
its intent to proceed with negotia­ 
tions, possibly continuing to t h e 
point of condemnation. 
Announcement of a board resolu­ 
tion declaring “ intent to condemn” 
the Indian Wells property w a s 
rapidly followed by resolutions of 
protest from Cathedral City, Thou­ 
sand Palms. 


A GRO IT OF Rancho Mirage 
property owners joined the appar­ 
ently spontaneous 1 campaign" Fri­ 
day with a resolution urging the 
Board of Trustees to secure a 
240-acre site on Rio Del Sol Road, 
owned by hotelman Hank Gogerty 
Directors of the Palm Springs 
Chamber of Commerce had pre­ 
viously voiced a “consensus” fav­ 
oring the Del Sol Road site.

THE “STAY’’ F O L L O W E D 
cham ber protests on a C o u n t y 
Planning Commission recomenda- 
tion that the dump be located on 
easily attainbalbe property located 
off Ramon Road at the Southern 
Pacific railroad tracks near the 
west entrance to Thousand Palms. 
County Supervisor George Ber- 
key met with chamber directors 
this week and imposed the 30-day 
time limit on a search for an al­ 
ternate site after Chamber Presi­ 
dent Mina Welcome suggested that 
a committee be formed to seek 
out a "more suitable location." 


MRS. WELCOME proposed that 
a committee be formed of all in­ 
terested communities — communi­ 
ties which will be served by the 
dump — including Palm Desert, 
Palm Springs, Rancho Mirage, Ca­ 
thedral City and Thousand Palms. 
Jack Ivey was appointed as Thou­ 
sand Palm s' committee represen- 
ative. 
Berkey said that hearing on con­ 
demnation proceedings for one of 
the proposed sites has been con­ 
tinued for 30 days and that action 
will continue then if “ no suitable 
site is made available within that 
time." 
The county had planned to con­ 
demn a site located about a mile 
east of Date Palm Drive, south of 
Ramon Road The owners of this 
site offered to sell the county the 
Thousand Palms area site as an 
alternate to their Date Palm Area 
property.

The East • W e* negotiations 
could break down within several 
days—possibly Wednesday — un­ 
less Gromyko starts talking busi­ 
ness, the western ministers de­ 
clared at a showdown lunch moot­ 
ing in Gromyko's own headquart­ 
ers. 


THE MOVE MADE it d e a r that 
western patience had run out af­ 
ter 7tx weeks of Geneva foreign 
ministers’ talks that broutfit East 
and West no where near agree­ 
ment on Berlin. 
It also was made clear that the 
West was in full agreement to 
face the risks that might go along 
with a break in talks. This Includ­ 
ed the risk of a hotter Berlin cri­ 
sis if Russia carried out tta threat 
to conclude a separate peace tree- 
ly and cut off western rights in 
West Berhn. 


IRONICALLY. TODAY’S private 
showdown took place in the Soviet 
foreign m inister's own villa and 
in the absence of Secretary o< 
State Christian A. Herter. 
Herter sent two deputies to the 
start of the lunch meeting while 
he attended a "courtesy" Hindi 
with a top International Red Cross 
official whose organization is in­ 
volved in a repatriation dispute 
betwen Japan and tbe Republic 
of Korea. 


HERTER LATER drove directly 
to the Gromyko villa after lunch­ 
ing with the Red Cross official. 
While waiting for Herter to join 
hi* western partners, British For­ 
eign Secretary Selwyn Lloyd and 
French Foreign Minister Maurice 
Couve de Murville took the lead 
in tune-limited talks on German 
reunification. 
This demand has deadlocked the 
Big Four talks through the nine- 
day period since the Geneva con­ 
ference resumed for its second 
round. 
H erter 
already 
had 
warned 
Gromyko that continued insistence 
on the All-German Committee as 
the price of a Berlin truce m itftt 
well lead to a quick end ot the 
Big Four meeting.

Nothing Short of 99 Year Leases 
Will Assure Indian Land Development 
Authorization by Congress cf any­ 
thing less than 99 year leases for In­ 
dian lands in Palm Springs and other 
areas will fall short of providing a 
workable or satisfactory solution to 
this urgently pressing problem. 
The reason is that 99 year leases are 
automatically acceptable for bank fin­ 
ancing, insurance and other absolute 
essentials to proper development of 
both residential and commercial prop­ 
erties, while leases of shorter terms are 
not.Time was when most leases on In­ 
dian land were for a one year period 
only and this everyone knows, result­ 
ed in flimsy ramshackle construction 
most undesirable in every way. 
Finally came five year leases with 
renewals at two and one-half years, 
making seven and one-half year tenan­ 
cies possible. This was a slight improve­ 
ment in some respects but generally un­ 
satisfactory. 
Recent authorization of 25 year leas­ 
es with an option for an additional 25 
year renewal bettered the situation in 
some instances but still falls far short 
of making possible adequate long term 
financing’for the most desirable devel­ 
opments of a permanent nature by ins- 
titutttfcal capital. 
Th«4itHation would be changed hard-

ly at all by the bill providing for 50 
year leases with a 25 year renewal upon 
which hearings are now being held in 
Congress. Financing will still be hard 
to tbtain and then only under many re­ 
strictions and excess costs. 
As stated at the outset, nothing short 
of 99 year leases will make it possible 
for full financing of developments of 
all kinds on land owned by tribal mem­ 
bers, which is of vital concern and 
would be of great benefit to the Indian 
owners, the developers, the community 
and the general public. 
In fact, 99 year leases are a "must” 
if the people of the Palm Springs area 
are to progress and prosper as they 
have every need and right to do Every 
organization and individual should join 
in expressing this urgent request to 
Congress without delay by letter, wire 
and other means at the earliest mom­ 
ent. 
Every possible effort should be made 
immediately to seek an amendment to 
the bill during the present hearings ex­ 
tending the length of leases from 75 to 
99 years. 
There is every reason this should be 
done and none whatever to stop short 
of the required period for a permanent 
and completely satisfactory solution to 
the most important problem facing the 
community today. 


Let's Have the C-Jets 
LOWRY AIR BASE. COLORA­ 
DO — There w e “airlines" in 
tins country which do not own 
a single airplane. The number 
of ’'airlines'’ is increasing at the 
rate of two per month. 
If these statements seem pho­ 
ny — that's because they are. 
more or less. You can r e nt 
planes and found an airline on 
a shoe string and make g o o d 
money by selling airlift to tho 
Armed Services. The o l d e s t 
planes in the world today are 
hauling petroleum products to 
the Arctic, and are moving bits 
And parts of aviation equipment 
from the factories u> the line. 
No wonder the quiclde airlines 
are propagating like rabbits. 
It1» another way to ' get gov­ 
ernment business.” 


THERE IS NO sneer In those 
quotes. The quickie airline busi­ 
ness for Federal contract haul­ 
ing is a lot more honest than 
some of the high income t a x 
dodges, and a lot more produc­ 
tive than raising “basic crops’’ 
for Government warehouses. 
Unhappily, however, the appe­ 
tite for ' government business ' 
often turna into gluttony. T h e 
Pentagon's airlift called MATS 
(Military’ Air Transport S e r ­ 
vice* already spends 57 per cent 
of its flying budget on contracts 
with 80-some private airlines. It 
goes without saying that the 
large, established lines usually 
give the best for the Federal 
dollar. 


B IT THE SMALL, q u i c k i e 
lines go places and do things 
that no other firm would bother 
about. Also there is a lot of sen­ 
timent in this country for small 


business Everything would be 
dandy except for the gluttony of 
a few hustlers, sometimes abet­ 
ted by their Congressmen and 
Senators, who keep pounding the 
table and passing their plates 
for more of the MATS business. 
There is no better time for 
the American public to under­ 
stand the need for improved 
military airlift, to get behind its 
supporters and to get wise to the 
gimme groups, it would be 
wrong to belittle the necessity 
of cooperation between military 
and civil aviation in all fields. 


THE PENTAGON puts great 
reliance upon its contract car­ 
riers, and upon the Civil Re­ 
serve Air Fleet, called CRAF. 
But the amount of this reliance 
—and the cost of it—m ust be 
determined by the Pentagon and 
not by private enterprise. The 
Pentagon acts from military ne­ 
cessity. while private enterprise 
exists for profit — and these are 
two different things. 
Last summer the crisis de­ 
veloped in Formosa at the same 
time that the tourist trade was 
at its peak The Air Force call­ 
ed upon 10 different airlines for 
help—and received 10 refusals. 
The President could have requi­ 
sitioned the entire civil air fleet 
by proclaiming a national em­ 
ergency, but if we are going to 
keep cool in the Cold War, we 
must avoid emergency - always 
and take things in stride. 


THE MATS FLEET is get­ 
ting older.” 1 am told by Lieut. 
Gen. William Tunner, the MATS 
commander, who ran the Berlin 
airlift. “We can do the job to­ 
day, but as time goes on we 


m ust replace the older planes 
which are more costly to main­ 
tain as time goes by.” 
This is putting the case very 
mildly. MATS today is operating 
around the globe with a fleet 
mostly composed of four-engine, 
piston-driven planes fully a gen­ 
eration behind the times. No 
other overseas airline in th e 
world is as obsolete as MATS 
in passenger lift. 
When it comes to the special 
mission of carrying weapons — 
missiles, rockets, atomic war­ 
heads — MATS now has a full 
squadron ( a b o u t 20 operative 
planesi of C-133's, w h i c h are 
propjets or ''half-jets." 
And 
there is a request before Con­ 
gress to provide MATS with a 
small number of pure jet cargo 
planes, called C-jets. 


IT S E E M S INCONGRUOUS 
that the Free World's military 
lifeline is still waiting for C-jets. 
The British and Canadian equiv­ 
alents of MATS have been fly­ 
ing jet Comets for s e v e r a l 
years. Aeroflot, the R u s s i a n 
equivalent, is supposed to be 
well supplied with large jet 
transport. Evers body but th e 
USA! 
"Hie economies of moderniza­ 
tion go like this. The speed and 
size of 20 propjets like the C- 
133 s make them equivalent in 
payload to 42 piston-driven car­ 
go planes like the current C- 
124 s. But 10 C-jets would do the 
work of these 20 C-133's or of 
these 42 C-124's, 
The 86th Congress should not 
go home without a careful look 
at the need for a modernized 
military airlift.—Holmes Alexander
